There ought to 
be as soon as possible. Some of Cullerton’s 
fine work ought to be undone. 


In reply to general inquiries: The Repub- 
lican convention for the First District—the 
South Division of Chicago and the southern 
towns of Cook County, including Hyde Park 
and Lake—will probably be held within ten 
days or a fortnight. The convention will 
nominate a candidate for Congress and two 
delegates and two alternates to the National 
Convention. Several prominent Republicans 
have been mentioned for delegates—among 
others George M. Pullman, Norman Williams, 
Elmer Washburn, J. L. Woodard, John B. 
Sherman, Abner Taylor, and William J. 
Campbell. There seems to be a disposition 
to emulate the example oi the Third District 
which has chosen the Mayor of the city and 
the leader of the Chicago bar, Mr. Leonard 
Swett, as delegates. The Republicans of the 
South Side, to follow this precedent, will have 
to select their most prominent men. Mr. 
Pullman would probably know more 
of the delegates from the Fastern 
States than any other of those mén- 
tioned m connection with the honor, 
and for that and other reasons would exert a 
large influence with them in behalf of Judge 
Gresham. Mr. Norman Williams is also a 
man of extensive acquaintance and of large 
influence, and somewhat more of a politician 
than Mr. Pullman. His advocacy of any ean- 
didate for the Presidency would carry con- 
siderable weight, especially with the dele- 
gates from the New Engiand States. Col. 
Taylor is personally well acquainted with 
most of the Texas delegates, and it would 
probably be wise to choose him as a delegate 
or alternate for that’ among other reasons. 
At any rate, the great commercial district of 
Chicago ought to be represented by its strong- 
est and most widely-known citizens in the 
National Convention of the Republican party. 


CAUSE OF THE ENGLISH MILITARY SCARE. 
The military scare in England, which came 
so: near costing Gen. Wolseley his place, 
seems to be subsiding. The English com- 
mander has made a semi-apology by declar- 
ing that he did not intend to reflect upon the 
Tory Government, but it is evident he re- 
tains his convictions and believes the coun- 
try is not on a military basis strong enough 
successfully to resist a powerful ifvasion. 
The seare, though it has measurably sub- 
sided, is growing to be periodical, which in- 
dicates that there must be a cause for it. 

It is an interesting question, therefore, of 
what is England afraid? It cannot be her old 
enemy, Spain. That country is as weak and 
helpless as an old tiger who has lost his 


teeth and claws. It cannot be Italy, for 


Italy and England are on terms of amity, 
and always have been. They have sever 
conflicted, politically or commercally. 

It cannot be that England is scared at 
Germany, as Germany and England are allied 
by traditions, history, wars, and blood. From 
Luther’s Reformation to the present time 
they have been good friends. England 
helped the Reformation all she could. 
She was the right hand of Frederick the 
Great, and without her aid in money and 
munitions of war that illustrious monarch 
and soldier would have failed to resist his 
foes. Prussia and England together crushed 
Napoleon at Waterioo and delivered Europe 
forever from his scourge. 

In some respects the same ties which bind 
Germany and England also bind Austria to 
Engiand. The present triple alliance be- 
tween Germany, Austria, and Italy is friendly 
to England. There is no danger from that 


Denmark can create apprehensions of 
danger to England. They are her po- 
litical and commercial clients. Is it 
Russia Russia by herself has not 
fleet enough to go out of the Baltic and up 
the North Sea to land an invading army on 
the English coast. As compared with the 


There will be trouble some day between Rus- 
ma and England growing out of the former’s 
designs on Constantinople on the one hand 
and upon India on the other, but these per- 
tain to the future. Russia moves slowly in 
perfecting her plans and always with the 


hope of reaching them dy the delays of di- 


plomacy rather than by force. There is no 
danger of immediate disagreement, there- 
fore, between Russia and England. 

The only Power left in Europe whom En- 
gland can fear is her nearest neighbor on 
the other side of the channel, and undoubt- 
edly it is there we must look for the cause of 
the scare. France and England have not 
been real friends for ten centuries. The Teu- 
tons and Gauls have been inimical ever since 
William the Conqueror invaded Englana, 
despoiled the Kingdom, parcele@ ont the 
lands among the French nobility, reduced 
the yeomanry to serfs, and left many of 
them in that condition, where they remain 
even to this day, .hirelings upon their own 
land. The iavasion left a legacy of wars in 
the subsequent endeavors to bring the West 
of France under the same crown. It cul- 
minated in the Napoleonic wars when En- 


little Corsican and humiliated True, 
they have been in alliance since against 
, Russia, but it was not an alliance of friend- 
liness so much as of common design agafyst 
a common enemy, There is no love 
lost between the two countries, and 
when not in actual hostility they can 
refer to each other rarely except in terms of 
contempt.

A conflict between the two alliances 
would mean a general war, and England 
could not keep out of it. She must take part, 
tor if Russia and France should come out of 
such a struggle victorious it would at once 
open the way to Constantinople and endan- 
ger India. England, Germany, Austria, and 
Italy combined would be far too strong for 
the Russo-Gaulic “‘ combine.“ 

Engiand’s one weak point, however, to 
which the Tories persistently close their 
eyes, but which Mr. Gladstone clearly ver- 
ceives, is the thorn in her side called Ireland. 
If the 30,000 regular redcoats who have to 
be kept in Ireland to prevent revolt and dis- 
turbances among the oppressed tenant farm- 
ers were released from that service and 
justice were done to the Irish people the Eu- 
glisu would have an increase of their stand- 
ing army, which, combined with their power- 
ful fleet, wouid relieve them from the possi- 
bility of such Gaulic scares as that from 
which they are once more slowly recovering. 

BOOMING ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 

In reproducing the letter written from 
Washington Feb. 20, 1860, by the editor of 
Tun Triscune, and published in yesterday’s 
issue, to show the similarity of the progress 
of Judge Gresham’s boom with that of Lin- 
coln’s, it was not the intention in the prefatory 
remarks to convey the idea that it was on 
that occasion Mr. Lincoln was first advocated 
by Tun Trisune as a candidate for the Pres- 
idency; but merely that it was the first de- 
tailed and in any way complete public state- 
ment of the reasons why he was a more 
available candidate than Mr. Seward or Mr. 
Bates, who were then prominently men- 
tioned, the former especially. Lincoln's 
name had been talked about among his 
friends in Chicago and Illinois, and para- 
graphs had appeared in Tun Tunern, thrown 
out as “feelers,” and in the Republican 
paper at Springfield and in other places in 
IIlinois during the winter of 1859-60. Some 
tame prior to his amous Cooper Institute 
speech, made in February, 1860, Lincoln 
had submitted the first draft of 
the speech to a few intimate friends 
in Chicago, among them the editors of Tun 
Trisuws, and it was decided after reading it 
that if it made as strong impression at the 
East as it did on them his name should be 
brought out publicly in Taz Cu1caco TRIBUNE 
ana other Illinois papers as a candidate. Up 
to that time he was generally talked of as a 
candidate for the second place, while his per- 
sonal friends were canvassing his availabii- 
ity for the first place. After the Cooper In- 
stitute speech in the City of New York there 
was po longer any hesitation, and Tue Taris- 
uns set forth his claims firstin paragraphs 
and then in the letter already printed. 

Among the other Chicago papers the Jour- 
nai and John Wentworth’s Democrat were 
zealous Seward partisans and worked devot- 
edly for their candidate, while the Staats- 
Zeitung, of which Capt. Schneider was then 
editor, preferred Seward, but favored Lin- 
coln for second choice. But the Captain 
came to Lincoln’s support in the convention 
as a delegate. Tun Trisunn’s long Wash- 
ington letter of Feb. 20, 1860, was the first 
formal argument in behalf of Lincoin’s can- 
didacy giving reasons to show why he was a 
more available candidate than either Seward 
or Bates, and that he could certainly be 
elected, while either of the others would 
meet with sure defeat. It made a sensation 
at the time. 


MENTAL STONE-BREAKING. 

One of the characters in the new English 
novel, Robert Elsmere,” which has aroused 
so much interest in England and has stirred 
to the deeps the great sympathies of Mr. 
Gladstone in defense of the conservative re- 
ligiousness of English thought, is Edward 
Langham, a type of modern mind acutely and 
dexterously analyzed. Langham is the son of 
orthodox parents. Heis piously brought up, 
believing without question ail that he is 
taught. As his intellectual development be- 
gets independence his suspicions are aroused 
concerning the validity of proofs tradition- 
ally accepted in support of various dogmas. 
In time these proofs lose credit to him. 

In a little more time he passes from belief 
to doubt, from doubt to disbelief, not aggres- 
sively repudiating everything, but im- 
plicitly adhering to nothing. His mind 
becomes passive without becoming negative. 
He has tastes that keep him within the 
area of mental interest m which in his 
youth he was a worshiper. He prefers to 
linger in it; not m earnestness, but 
in dalhance, no longer finding there 
| happiness, but activity. He is indeed 
detained by a compulsion arising in part 
from heredity, in part from social attach- 
ments, in part because there 1s nowhere else 
to go. He becomes a mere pedant; a micros- 
copistin thought. He no longer thinks of 
constructing any theory of intellectual or re- 
ligious life. He has become a mental stone- 
breaker. 

The type, which will be recognized instan- 
taneously, is not confined to England. It is 
universal. Itis not restricted to creed. It 
is growing in every department of intel- 
lectual and moral existence. The construct- 
ives have grown fewer and fewer, the critics 
more numerous and more minimizing. A 
coy and refined coquetry of doubt with tradi- 
tion, a less affected imtercourse of skenti- 
cism with Scripture, have passed like a 
cloud over the living world. The dis- 
position to gaze at all that is old with 
the optique du theatre, the attitude of re- 
pressed suspicion toward the authoritative, 
is one of the characteristic symptoms of an 

h whose unguiet differs from that of 
earlier ones only in decorum. Historical 
criticism has been hauling huge stones from 
the past of all countries, from the dusk of 
every temple of philosophy; and it has be- 
come the chosen or the allotted occupation 
of large numbers of cultivated minds to sit 
among these heterogeneous fragments of 
time and break them into still smaller pieces. 

Much of the so-called scientific investiga- 
tion of the century-has resulted in nothing 
more important than hauling these historie 
heaps from the structures in which the 
moss and mold of antiquity had enshrined 
them. The exploration of Egypt and 
Assyria through the hierogiyphics of 
the monuments; the delving in the Troas; 
the comparison of the sacred books of 
the East with the Messianic prophecies ; the 
twilight cast by comparative philoiogy upon 
the cradie of the Aryan race and its migra- 
tions westward; the homologies among prim- 
itive religions—all have combined to form 
vast fields of loose stones in which smaller 
and less generalized 
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gle of hammers for the musio of tus spheres. 
If their contractors and foremen were se- 
riously requested to tell the worid what real 
good was being accomplished they would be 
embarrassed for a reply devoid of flippanoy 
or pretentiousness, For it is the bane of his- 
torical criticism always to be dragging 
stones out of walls and not to be able to put 
any in other wails. Bach new period of 
science, whether metaphysical or physical, 
has had to deciare its predursors gravely 
misled before its own credentials can secure 
the respectful attention of men. 

Another century will doubtless ‘smile at 
this one as this smilés at the last, But men- 
tal stone-breaking is one of its characteris- 
tics, and is not to be either ridiculed or pro- 
hibited. A succeeding age will doubtless 
discover good in it. It is only the pen of ex- 
perience and suffering that could depict it as 
clearly and as candidly as it 1s depicted in 
“Robert Elsmere” by the successor of 
George Eliot in English fiction. 2

Mrs. Dr. Smith talks plainly when she says: 
It's high time to stop putting women to bed 
for twenty days or more when there is abso- 
lutely nothing the matter with them“; and 
again: The real truth of the matter is that 
ninety-nine out of every 100 of your httle 
ladies who are prostrated are not so much 
sick as they are lazy.”” Having thus detined 
the nature of the disease, Mra. Dr. Smith 
prescribes the remedy: 

Let us preach a new doctriné—that of doing 
something that will pay; pve the plano. quit 
tak: Dels arte lessons, get to work. I 
would not have you, young women, go into sew- 
ing societies to ste work of the poor women 
who depena upon it for their daily bread; but if

vel laziness will bring forth! Here is your girl 

that has tripped the german day after day, week 
after week, without complaining—for it's a Po.

exclaims, O, I don't feel well at all this morn- 
ing. I'm so dreadfully tired.” dear giris, 
you're * Go to work; do some’ hing for some- 
body else besides yourself. t 

While there are many cases of “neuras- 

thenia” or nervous prostration which are 
superinduced by overwork, by worry, or by 
personal troubles, and may need a change of 
environment for relief, the particular form 
of the disease as destiribed by Mr. Dr. Smith 
is much more prevalent than the others, 
and her diagnosis is unquestionably correct 
as well as her remedy. Persons who have 
good, honest work to do are not as liable to 
be afflicted with nervous prostration as those 
who have nothing to do in the ling of actual 
work, and hence must fill in their time with 
the distractions of society or the pursuit of 
fashionable fads. It is highly probable that if 
our society young ladies, and someof the older 
ones for that matter, were set at a regular 
curriculum of work in some of the duties of 
housekeeping, or occupied their attention 
and time in doing something for others as 
well as for themselves, there would be less

the makers but every oneelse. It is not 
often the practitioners are ready to tell the 
whole truth when it comes ia conflict with 
the interests of their pockets, For this rea- 
son Mrs. Dr. Smith is entitled to peculiar 
credit in describing so trenchantly the dis- 
ease that makes her tired, as well as the pa- 
tients. 


ANGLO-AUSTRALIAN CHINESE TROUBLE. 

There is likely to be some trouble between 
Great Britain and her great Australian 
provinces growing out of the determined 
hostility of the latter to Chinese immigra- 
tion and the desire of the British Govern- 
ment to maitain amicable political and com- 
mercial relations with China. 

For anumber of yéars stringent regulations 
intended to check tne inflow of the Celestials 
into Queensland, Western Australia, New 
South Wales, and New Zealand have been on 
the statute-books of these provinces and 
have been vigorously enforced. The Chinese 
immigrants who complied with the law, or 
who went into the provinces from Hong 
Kong and other British settlements as British 
subjects, have been subjected to harsh 
treatment, and the Chisese Minister 
at London has frequently represented to 
Lord Salisbury’s Government that some 
measures should be taken by Great Britain 
to force or induce her colonial Governments 
to deal more generously and fairly with the 
Celestials. Lord Salisbury promised favora- 
bie action some weeks ago, and in order to 
get the Australians into a negotiable temper 
proposed in Parliament Tuesday to lend the 
provinces $4,500,000 for coast defenses at the 
rate of 3 per cent per annum, payable in 
twelve years. This was preliminary to ask- 
ing the Australians to be more lenient with 
the Celestials. 

Without waiting for the requést to be pre- 
ferred, however, Sir Henry Pares, the Pre- 
mier of New South Wales, wrote the British 
Premier a strongly-worded protest against 
any British interference in the matter of the 
dealings of New South Wales with the 
Chinese, denouncing such a course as selfish 
and in keeping with Britain’s colonial policy 
for generations. This protest hag been fol- 
lowed up by the prompt passage by the 
Colonial Assembly at Sydney of a sweeping 
measure to restrict Chinese immigration 
Lato the province. The bill was introduced 
Wednesday evening, and was read à third 
tume under a suspension of the rules at 7 
o’clock Thursday morning, and passed afver 
a fiery speech by the Premier. 


: It is a radical enactment and its enforce 
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vessel with a cargo of coolies arrived in the 
port of Sydney in the early part of the week 
and was prevented from landing them until 
tne bill was rushed through the Colonial As- 
sembly. Violent demonstrations have been 
made by the populace against the Celestials 
already in the province. Special police pre- 
cautions have been necessary for their pro- 
tection. The anti-Chinese law, it may be ob- 
served, was passed by the Assembly without 
a dissentient vote. It yet awaits the ap- 
proval of the Governor and his Council, but 
that will hardly be withheld in the present 
temper of the people. 

But if the Governor (an English Lord) ap- 
proves, what becomes of Lord Salisbury’s 
promise to the Chinese Minister at London 
“to secure some relaxation of the laws 
excluding Chinese immigrants from Aus- 
tralla ! It is likely now that Salisbury will 
withdraw his offer of $4,500,000 for Austral- 
lan defense. But can he stop at that? The 
next step of the Australians, if they are not 
checked now, will be to exclude the Chinese 
British subjects who arrive from Hong Kong 
and the regions of Western India. They are 
as objectionable as any other Celestials to 
the Australian populace. But their exclu- 
sion will mean revolt against the mother 
country. It may de that this row over the 
almond-eyed Leathen will result in Austral- 
ians setting up on their own account.

Tun Pope and the Italian Cardinals are 
represented to be much astonished and rather 
annoyed at the attitude assumed by the Irish 
Roman Catholic members of Parliament in 
reference to the Papal rescript condemning 
the “plan of campaign.” The Papal organs 
and the Papal agents have been trying to 
explain away the rescript for over a week— 
almost since it was issued. It was not seri- 
ously meant, said the unctuous apologists. 
It was promulgated to satisfy the scruples of 
certain overscrupulous persons of the “ bet- 
ter classes and to protect the Pope from the 
importunities of aristocratic English Cath- 
olics like the Duke of Norfolk and 
other generous contributors to Papal 
funds. But the Imsh members have 
not deemed these explanations satisfactory, 
nor will they be satisfied with the Papal 
promise to modify the rescript. They have 
“turned on the Pope; they accuse him, or 
rather the Sacred College, which is the same 
thing, of lending a willing ear to “state 
ments prejudicial to the people of Ireland and 
their representatives; of entirely ignoring 
the sufferings of the Irish farmers and the 
exactions of the Irish landlords, which are 
contrary to justice and morality; and of be- 
ing silent concerning the systematic viola- 
tions of truth and charity committed by way 
of attack on the Irish people by persons call- 
ing themselves Catholics ’’—meaning the En- 
giish Catholics and the Irish Catholic land- 
lords, In point of fact they accuse the 
„Holy Father” of comprehensive ignorance 
in reference to Irish affairs and of having 
been the easy dupe of “organized calumny” 
and ‘‘respectabie defamers.” This being the 
case they tell the Pope in good set terms 
that they do not care a fig for his rescript, 
and wind up by telling him to mind his own 
business. The following is the concluding 
passage of their proclamation: 


While universally acknowledgi as Catholics 
the spiritual jurisdiction of the Holy See, we, as 
guardians in common with our brother Irish rep- 
resentatives of other creeds of those civil hber- 
erties which our Catholic forefathers have reso- 
lutely dvfended, feel bound solemnly to reassert 
that Irish Catholics can recognize no right in the 
Holy See to interfere with the Irish peopie in the 
management of their political affairs. 


This declaration has been approved by the 
sixty-eight Irish Catholic members. Their 
action will doubtless be heartily indorsed by 
the Irish people generally. Mr. Parnell and 
the seventeen other Protestant members of 
the Irish party have refrained from express- 
ing themselves for obvious reasons: The 
declaration by the Irish members is the sec- 
ond rebuke which the present Pope has en- 
countered at the hands of the flery Catholic 
Celts. 


EvzEN in the South, notwithstanding the 
manipulations of Senator Sherman’s old

uggestion of compromise. They 

will listen to no reasonable proposition on 
the part of the vast majority of the people 
of this city to facilitate travel and traffic 
across the river in the going-to-work and 
coming-from-work hours of the forenoon and 
afternoon. They are mulishly obstinate and 
crassly perverse. There is no parieying with 
them in their present temper. The Council 
under such circumstances should not hesitate 
to pass’ the Landon ordinance as it was rec- 


ommended by Aid. McGregor’s committee. 


Public opinion and public necessity de- 
mand a modificawon of the present ordi- 
nance—an extension of the closing hours. 
The people of the West Division are espe- 
cially urgent in advising its adoption. The 
West Side Citizens“ Association, a rep- 
resentative body of taxpayers, has 
petitioned the Council in favor of the 
ordinance. The interruption of traffic and 
travel caused by the swinging of bridges has 
done more to keep down the value of proper- 
ty in the West Division than the lack of rapid 
transit facilities, about which there was so 
much complaint until a few months ago. The 
“bridge nuisance,” as it is called, has done 
more to promote the growth of the South Di- 
vision ahd enhance property in that section 
at the expense of the other divisions of the 
city than all other causes combined. These 
are facts which the West and North Side 
Aldermen will do well to bear in mind when 
they come to vote on this question. Their 
constituents will keep close watch on their 
action on the subject. 

Some of the vessel-men are threatening 
the city with a lawsuit if the ordinance is 
passed, and amarine lawyer, with an eye to 
a possible fee, bas been telling the reporters 
about the steps necessary to be taken to pre- 
vent its enforcement. “ The claim,“ says 
this legal luminary, “ that the river is on the 
same legal plane as a street is not good law. 
It is a navigable stream, and cannot be 
closed. The consent of the people of this 
city or State has nothing to do with it. The 
right of a citizen of Key West or anywhere 
else to sail a boat up the river cannot be 
taken from him. The court may take occa- 
sion to define the city’s rights over the 
river.“ 

The lawyer who talked in this wild way 
has probably not read the Supreme Court de- 
cision in the case of The Escanaba Company 
versus The City of Chicago, rendered in Octo- 
ber, 1882, in which it was held that though 
Congress may under the commerce clause of 
the Constitution exercise control to the ex- 
tent necessary to protect, preserve, and im- 
prove the free navigation of the Chicago 
River and its branches,“ yet until Congress 
acts the State has plenary authority over the 
bridges across them, and has vested in Chi- 
cago jurisdiction over the construction, re- 
pair, and use of these bridges within the 
city.” It was in this same decision that it 
was stated that independently of constitu- 
taonal construction nothing would seem more 
just and reasonable, or better designed to 
meet the wants of the population of a great 
city consistently with the interests of com- 


enormously since this was rendered, and the 
closing hours of evening and morning ought 
to be extended beyond a doubt. The City 
Council has ample power under the law and 
ought to exercise it. The city has made most 
generous provisions for the vessel-men and 
the vessel interests. Again to quote from 
the Supreme Court decision: 


Originally the width of the river seldom ex- 
ceeded 150 feet; of the branches and forks it was 


bridge from the lake. The improvements on the 
river above the first bridge do not represent any 
expenditure of the Government.

TWO BOYS BITTEN BY A MAD DOG. 


Evanston Terrorized by a Rabid Canine— 
Several Other Dogs Bitten. 

The Villages of Evanston and South Ev- 
anston were in a state of violent excitement 
yesterday afternoon. There was a reason 
for it. About 2:30 o’clock a rabid dog sud- 
denly appeared on the streets of South Ev- 
anston. It was foaming at the mouth and 
snapping at everything and everybody. It 
dashed into a group of little boys who were 
playing on the street ana bit two of them 
before they could scamper out of the way. 
Little 6-vear-old Richard Sears, a son of 
Charles Sears, and Harry Pullen, 5 years 
old, were the victims. The cries and 
shouts of the boys called people 
from the hovses and shops, and 
a crowd of about ty men 
and boys armed with every conceivable 
weapon was soon at the heels of the rabid 
animal, which was making for the lake 
shore. When the shore was reached the dog 
turned north toward Evanston, hotly pur- 
sued by the crowd, which was constantly 
growing in numbers and in effectiveness of 
weapons. People jumped over fences anda 
hurried into their houses when they saw the 
animal approaching, but only to emerge after 
it had passed and join inthe chase. When 
Davis street, the business thoroughfare of 
Evanston, was reached the dog turned west 
and ran nearly the entire lengvh of the street. 
Merchants closed their doors and business was 
ata standstill. The crowd by this time must 
have numbered 300 and many shots were 
fired. From Davis street the dog ran north, 
having meanwhile bitten two or three other 
dogs. One of them belonged to George Ire- 
dale. The chase had proceeded only a few 
blocks north of Davis street when George 
Kline, the grocer, ended it and the life of the 
canine by sending the contents of a double- 
barreled shotgun into the animal. It is not 
known how many dogs were bitten, but it is 
quite certain that no one besides the two 
boys were injured. Both of them were bit- 
ten in the leg and the wounds are quite deep. 
They were promptly cauterized, but the 

ravest results are feared by their parents. 
Ko one knows where the animal came from 
or to whom it belonged. During the entire 
chase not a single policeman was visible.

SUDDEN DEATH OF THE DUNKARD®’ 
LEADING ELDER. 


While Making the Opening Prayer at the 
Annual Conference the Beloved Patri- 
arch of the Sect Is Called to His Heav- 
ently Home- rief of the Great Asem- 
blage—The Deceased a Man of Religious 
Prominence—His Life Singularly Pare. 


Nortsa MancuEsTer, Ind., May 19.— [Spe- 
cial.|—The hand of the Lord descended 
heavily in the camp of the Dunkards. It 
smote the white-naired patriarch in the midst 
of prayer. Five thousand elders, brothers, 
and sisters were on their knees in the con- 
ference tent crying Amen to the words 
of the man of God. We thank thee, O God, 
that we are permitted to meet——-” The trem- 
ulous voice died away, the venerable head 
drooped, and without a groan the patriarch 
fell upon his face in the dirt, dead. 
The multitude seemed to know by 
intuition that the stroke was fatal. 
The people were like waves on 
a shinglv beach, the sob which issued from 
the foremost being taken up by each success- 
ive row until it reached the walls of the 
tent. when it died away in a prolonged wail. 
Brother Sturgis and Brother Vaniman, who 
were nearest, raised the head of the prostrate 
elder. Then they stood up and said solemn- 
ly in unison: “Our brother is dead.” The 
announcement was followed by gushes of

tears and audible lamentations in all parts of 
the tent. Women buried their. faces 
in shawls and aprons, and the forms of 
the brothers shook with suppressed emotion. 
Several of the brothers raised the body 
from the ground and placed it on the long 
table occupying tne piatform in the centre of 
the tent. The statement of a physician that 
the patriarch was indeed dead was super- 
fluous. For some minvtes the congregation 
sat silent, but for their sobs, as though be- 
numbed by grief. 

Presently some of the older women 
mounted the platform, crossed the hands of 
the dead patriarch on his breast, and closed 
his eyes. They retired silently and Brother 
Enoch Ely raised his face from his hands. It 
was wet with tears. He stood up and 
in a voice almost unintelligible from excess 
of emotion said: “Our best loved brother 
has gone from among us.“ The sobs and 
groans of the multitude broke out afresh. 
He was to preach for us tomorrow; O, how 
loudly he preaches today.“ This was mere 
than either the audience or the speaker could 
bear. The evidences of grief on all sides 
were moving. They were the more so in 
that they were accompanied by no wild phys- 
ical demonstrations. At intervals Brother 
Ely was able to continue his eulogy of the

dead. His address was followed by 
prayers by several of the brothers, which 
lasted till an undertaker arrived. The body 
was placed in a plain coffir and taken to the 
town to be embalmed and sent East to the 
family of the departed elder. 

No adequate idea cun be given in words of 
the effect produced by this incident. The 
Dunkards are a sociable people, and are ar- 
riving by hundreds, filled with eager antici- 
pations of what they are accustomed to en- 
joy durmg the annual conference week. 
They had spent the first haif of the after- 
noon in _ strolling about the tented 
grounds. At 3 o’clock they were called in- 
to.the large conference tent, Their beloved 
Elder Quinter had just arrived. He had 
taken an active part in every conference for 
more than fifty years, and every one was 
anxious to see and hear him. Brothers Var- 
riman and Sturgis made brief aadresses, and 
the patriarch was called upon to offer prayer. 
He haa spoken half a dozen sentences when 
he dropped dead. The shock to the audience 
was terrible. The cause of the patriarch’s 
death is not known. He was not feeling 
well, but was bearing his 72 years as easily 
as could be expected. In the German 
Baptist Church—Tunkert in the vernacular of 
the Anglicized Dunkard—there is no office 
higher than that of elder, and there is an 
elder in every congregation. Elder Quinter, 
by reason of his fidelity and activity, had 
long been the chosen leader of the conserva- 
tive branch whose annual conference is now 
in session. He was editor of the official pa- 
per of the church, the Gospel Messenger, and 
author of several religious volumes, the most 
important of which is entitled True Immer- 
sion.“ So complete had been his control 
over his words and deeds that the Dunkards 
generally had come to consider his character 
as immaculate. He leaves a wile and several 
children in Huntingdon, Pa., the family place 
of residence. 

Tomorrow will be the opening day of the 
conference, which will continue until Fri- 
day. Accommodations have been provided 
for 20,000 people.

HIGH LICENSE A GREAT SUCCEss. 


Joliet Has Tried It, and Pannot Get Too 
Much.

A report was received from the Com- 
mittee on License, recommending as follows:

There was some debate on the matter, but 
it was moved that the license question be 
laid over until the next meeting of the Coun- 
cil, which will be next week. It will be a 
close fight, and well-posted parties seem to 
think that there is a fair prospect of seeing a 
$5,000 whisky license declared in this city. 

The Board of Will County Supervisors yes- 
terday raised the beer license in the county 
from $150 to $500, which will shut out many 
small dealers at country cCross-roads. The 
action of the County Board has raised hopes 
in the breasts of the people who favor a $5,000 
whisky license im this city. In 1881 Johet 
had 127 saloons, with a license of $0. This 
was then considered a high license and many 
poor saloonkeepers said they not pay it, 
and did not; they got trusted. In 1882 a 
jump was made to $500, followed by another 
jump to $1,000 the next year, where it has re- 
mained ever since. We now have an even 
fiity saloons, bringing in the city a revenue 
of $50,000 annually. | 

To jump from $50 to $1,000 in two years was 
a dig jump and many of our best law and 
order people did not belseve it was possibie 
to make it a success, and we never woulda 


have had the license if we had not had some | 


hardy, combative Irishmen in the Council 
with experience enough in the ways of sa- 
loonkeeping to ‘know there was no cause for 
alarm. The jump to $5,000 now will not be 
as great comparatively as the jump to $1,000 
was at that time. The saloon-men now in 
business are men who have property and rep- 
utations at stake. That is, they maintain rep- 
utations for closing their saloons at 11 o’ciock 
at night, all day Sunday, of refusiag liquor 
to minors and drunkards, or lose their 
$1,000. Those who went out of bus: 
ness are now in business that 
they like better. It was claimed that the sa- 
loonkeepers would not pay the license; that 
they would strike; that a high license would 
be a serious business; that grass would 
grow in our streets; and many other disas- 
ters were pictured. But,on the contrary, 
the money was planked down spot cash, and, 
as for our city, it never prospered, materially 
or morally, to the extent it has since 1881. 
The old saloon buildings are occupied by 
bakers, milliners, grocers, clothing dealers, 
hats and caps,etc. Thepe is not a vacant 
store or dwelling in town and no jimson in 
the streets. It was the commencement of 
street and public improvements generally. 
Three homestead associations are crowded to 
their full capacity, and the so-called poorest 
people have houses of their own. Our 
churches never prospered as now. There is 
not a poor church in the city, and the Young 
Men’s Christian Association are building a 
$40,000 building. 


THE SUICIDE OF SUSAN O’DAY. 


A 1%7-Year-Old Barmaid Eads Her Life 
with Poison. 

The Coroner’s jury which ingestigated the 

suicide of Susan O' Day retuimed a verdict 


of despondency. Susan was 17 years old and 
rather good-looking. She was the daughter 
of a saloonkeeper at No. 896 North Ashiand 
avenue and tended bar for her father part of 
the time. Her sister said Susan ieft the sa- 
loon about 10 o’clock Friday night and it was 
supposed that she had gone to her room. Her 
sister went up-stairs, but failed to tind Su- 
san, and about an hour later she was discov- 
ered near a mait-house a block away. She 
was crying and appeared ill She was 
taken home, but it was too late to savé her 
life, and she died in great agony at 1:30 
o’clock yesterday morning. The giri’s mother 
said Sasie was healthy in body and mind 
and she could think of no reason for her com- 
mitting suicide, but it was hinted that some 
one for whom the girl hada great affection 
had made remarks which caused her depres- 
sion of spirits. 

It is said that the one for whom she enter- 
tained so strong a regard was no other than 
her father. The neighbors say she thought 
of no one. else. When’ he scolded her she 
would cry. When he was pleased with her 
she was perfectly happy. O'Day, it is said, 
sometimes allowed liquor to get the best of 
him. His daugnter worried about him. Wnen 
he went away from the saloon she staid there 
and waited on the customers. She urged 
him not to neglect his business, and was 
grieved whenever he wenta from the 
saloon. Friday morning at 9 o’clock he drove 
off with the beer man and did not return un- 
til9in the evening. All the time she attend- 
ed the saloon. When he came home she went 
up-stairs and soon after took the poison. 


BURNED AND CRUSHED. 


The Blazing Victim of a Kerosene Explo- 
sion Leaps from a Third-Story Window. 
New York, May 19.—[Special.}—A horri- 

bie incident occurred this morning at No. 148 
Leonard street, a few doors east of Centre. 
It is a five-story brick within a stone’s throw 
of the Tombs. At about 11:30 o’clock Mrs. 
Alice McCarty, a widow, who occupied a 
neat room on the third floor, began to kindle 
the fire in order to prepare the noonday meal 
for her two sons—Patrick, who isa „ 
ter, aged 19, and Timothy, 12 years old. She 
had in her hand a quart-can full of coal-oil. 
It ignited and exploded, and the burnin 
fluid was thrown over her clothing, whic 
ignited. A reporter standing on the steps 
of the Tombs saw the poor woman, with her 
dress all aflame, rush to the window of her 
room, wrench the n blind of the window 
from its hinges, hold itin front of her, and 
with a scream of agony leap to thé stone- 
paved sidewaik fifty feet below. 

An alarm was sounded, and the first work 
of the firemen was to throw water on the 
woman, whose clothes were nearly all burned 
off and whose body was burned to a crisp. 
Then they rushed up-stairs and put out the 
fire in her rooms. Smoke was issuing from 
it, and the window-sill where she had stood 
a second before making her fearful plunge 
was blackened from the fire of her burning 
garments. 

An ampulance from the Chambers Street 
Hospital was summoned. Mrs. McCarty 
was still alive when Ambulance-Surgeon 
Harris arrived. Her neighbors had covered 
her charred and a great crowd stood 
about heras she lay groaning on the side- 
walk. The surgeon found that her skull was 
fractured and her lower lumbs and the upper 
part of her body frightfully burned. Blood 
was gushing from her ears and she was un- 
conscious. 

The work of enveloping her in bandages 
saturated with vaseline had to be performed 
on the side walk in the presence of a gaping 
crowd, with hundreds of tenants leaning out 
of the windows of adjacent houses. Shortly 
before noon the dying woman was placed in 
an ambulance and removed to tne hospital. 
Those who saw her jump from the window 
enveloped in a mass of flame declare that it 
was one of the most horrible spectacles they 
ever witnessed. 

Mrs. McCarty died in Bellevue Hospital 
fifteen minutes after her arrival.

GOING BACK TO GERMANY. 


FOR THE OLD COUNTRY. 


He Will Revisit the Place Whence, Forty 
Years Ago, He Was Forced to Fiee Im- 
perial Wrath—Now When He Returns 
Be Will Be Honored by Those Who at 
That Time Would Have Sentenced Him 
to Death—Political Opinions. 

A large party of friends met at the Rock 

Island depot yesterday afternoon and bade 


godspeed to Mr. and Mrs. George Schneider 
and their two daughters, who left Chi- 


cago for a three months’ trip to Europe 


and the Fatherland. Thirty-nine years ago 
Mr. Schneider left Germany as an exile with 
a sentence of death hanging over him. He 
returns to Germany as one of Chicago’s 


ness- man. and one of the ablest financiers of 
the West. In the German revolution of 1848 


| Mr. Schneider espoused the cause of unifica- 


tion, and when victory was no longer possi- 
ble he determined to cast his lot with the 
great Republic of the new world. The Hon. 
Carl Schurz championed the same cause, 
with thousands of others, and lived to see 
the day when Bismarck accomplished by 
genius and diplomacy what was denied the 
appeal of arms. Mr. Schneider visited Ger- 
many thirteen years ago and was the hon- 
ored guest of men who sixteen years before 
would gladly have sentenced him to death. 

As an American citizen Mr. Schneider re- 
tained that same love of liberty and keen 
sense of justice which inspired the hearts of 
the patriotic German revolutionists. In the 
existence of slavery he saw a menace to 
human rights and threw his influence with 
the early Abolitionists at a time when 
“‘negro lovers” were extremely unpopular. 
He was a delegate-at-large to the frst Re- 
publican convention. This was in 18%. He 
worked earnestly for the election of Gen. 
John C. Fremont and was not disheartened 
ut the defeat of the Republican party in that 
memorable campaign. Mr. Schneider was 
again elected delegate-at-large in 1860. He 
was in favor of the nomination of Seward, 
although a warm friend and admirer of 
Abraham Lincoln. To his mind Seward was 
preferable because the most radical on the 
question of siavery. He followed the wishes 
ot the Illinois delegation and voted for Lin- 
coln, as did five others who were originally 
for Seward. It is needless to say that he 
never regretted this act. President Lincoln 
recognized the sterling worth of Mr. Schnei- 
der and in 1861 commissioned him United 
States Consul to Denmark. He was em- 
powered with authority to act as special 
Commissioner to represent the National 
cause at the outbreak of the War of the Re- 
bellion. He performed the auties of the 
Office so as to win the high apprecia- 
tion of Lincoln and his Administration. 
President Hayes tendered him the 
appointment of United States Minister’ to 
Switzerland in 1876, but Mr. Schneider was 
compelled to decline the honor owing to the 
magnitude of his business interests. As 
President of the National Bank of Lilinois 
the subject of this brief sketch is known to 
the business public of Chicago and of the 
country. He starts upon his trip with the 
best wishes of all who know him. 

“ My visit to Germany is purely for pleas- 
ure,” said Mr. Schneider when seen at his 
home, No. 2000 Michigan avenue, yesterday 
afternoon. “My wife and daughters have 
long been anxious to make this trip, and I am 
going to take three months’ time and devote 
it to travel and pleasure. We leave New 
Yorn Tuesday on the North German Lloyd 
steamship Ems. We shall stop at Bremen, 
Berlin, and Munich, spending the most of 
our time at Kissingen, the celebrated sum- 
mer resort.“ 

Mr. Schneider was busy making prepara 
tions for his departure, but not so much so 
that he could not talk politics. 

“Gresham will be the next President of 
the United States,“ said Mr. Schneider, as 
he finished packing a large valise. “He 
should and undoubtedly will be nominated. 
Tho candidacy of Walter Q. Gresham would 
impart freshness and vigor to the campeiga. 
Tun TRIBUNE was exactly right this morning 
in saying that there were many points of 
similarity between the canvass made for 
Gresham and that made for Lincoln. Gresh- 
am is a second Lincoln. He has touched the 
popular heart. The story of his early life 
and his successful struggle to overcome the 
disadvantages of poverty is astory that is 
appreciated by the people. He is stronger 
than Lincoln in that he has a splendid war 
record. As a jurist he ranks with the high- 
est. His record is absolutely untarnished 
even by the suspicion of dishonesty. People 
love such aman. With Gresham the Repub- 
lican party could wage an aggressive cam- 
paign, and would undoubtedly win.” 

„Would not Jay Gould’s antagonism handi- 
cap him!“ 

„Jay Gould’s millions would be powerless 
when directed against Gresham. The oppo- 
sition of such a man is worth thousands of 
votes.” 3 

“Do you think Blaine could be elected if 
nominated?’ 

“] dislike to answer that question, but, 
candidly, I feel certain that we would be de- 
feated with Blaine as our candidate. Such 
a defeat would be irreparable. The party 
could survive a defeat with Jonn Sherman, 
but a second defeat led by Blaine would re- 
sult in the complete Gisruption of the party.

There is but one candidate, 
and that is Gresham. He could be elected, 
and would give this country a pure adminis- 
tration.” 

Mr. Schneider also expressed the opinion 
that Gresham would be exceptionally strong 
with the better class of the Germans, much 
more so than any of the other leading candi- 
dates.

The intention was to rely upon the 
patriotism of the citizens of the country at 
large, and not to resort to any booms in the 
torm of fairs or other benefits from outside 
concerns. The general opinion now prevails 
among persons who have manifested interesé 
in the matter that the fund so far has been a 
failure and will continue so unless new life 
is instilled into the committee. 

The original amount of $1,000,000 has been 
reduced to $500,000. There is no present indi- 
Cation that the latter sum will be raised 
within the next fifty years. The total 
amount reeeived from all sources up to date 
is less than $130,000. Of this sum all but 28, 
000 was received within the first six months 
of the fund’s existence. It is a fact that the 
subscriptions coming in at the present rate 
would not suffice to pay the running ex- 
penses of the fund. It is now proposed by 
the committee to institute a series of schemes 
looking to arevival of the interest manifested 
throughout the Nation at the time of Grant’s 
death. * 

Prof. Greener, Secretary of the fund, who 
has labored unceasingly in its behalf, made 
some interesting statements to a reporter. 
His idea has always been to receive moneys 
through any proper sources, even though 
they originated outside the fund. During 
the period of enthusiasm numerous proposi- 
tions were made to raise money through 
business efforts. This was against the policy 
of the committee. The selection of New 
York as the final resting-place for the dead 
General’s remains resulted in a manifesta-

„ This, it was thought, w resuit in 
increased liberality on the part of New York. 
Such has not been the result. Meanwhile calls 
for contributions were made by the parlia- 
mentary fund, the Charleston earthquake, 
and such tunds as those raised for the wid- 
ows of Gens.

Checks—A Forgery. 

About two weeks ago a man with side- 
whiskers called at the shoe-store of O. A. 
Matthews & Co., No. 888 West Madison 
street, bought a pair of shoes, and paid for 
them. Then he asked the manager to make 
him out a check for $10, tendering him the 
money.

Close of the Career of a Notorious Woman 


A Quiet Funeral. 

Bevertey, N. J., May 19.—[Special,]|—The 
gossips of quiet little Berverly are excited 
over what they think is a genuine mystery.

WHAT THE KITCHEN CHECKER II 


An Office in Big Restaurants Created by 
the Dishonesty of Man. 

“A kitchen checker,“ said the keeper of a 
big restaurant, “is a well-defined and useful 
person in a big place. The duties of a kitch- 
en checker are to watch all the waiters as 
they leave the kitchen with food, and to see 
that each waiter has a bill with the prices 
proverly charged. This is the only practicai 
protection to the house. Without the 
kitchen checker the waiter would be 
left to his own sweet will to charge what 
he pleased, and the house would be 
compelled to stand the loss of his ignorance 
or his dishonesty. The tables are scattered, 
and there is no way but by the use of kitchen 
checkers to keep track Of things. When the 
waiter is once reco it becomes his duty

put on his mark and filied out the pill the 
waiter’s opportunity to cheatis taken away. 
He cannot serve @ porterhouse steak and 
charge for a sirloin, or dish up and 
charge for corned beef, Itis true that the 
kitchen checker must get wages, as it 
requires a person quick at figures, who knows 
thedishes and keeps the run of the prices, 
and who can foot up a bill with sufficient ce- 
lerity to avoid keeping a line of waiters until 
their orders get cold. But in any large es- 
tablishment the amount saved will much 
more than pay the salary of tne kitchen check- 
er. It 1s of course possible for the kitchen 


‘checker to be in collusion with a dishonest 


waiter and mark down bills for him when 
he knows that his customer will ‘whack up.’ 
Such a collusion is a dangerous one for a 
proprietor, but a man who does not keep his 
eyes open for such games will not make 
money in keeping & restaurant. The only 
way to do in such case is to make an exam- 
ple of both the zitonen checker and the 
waiter. It is a n road between the 
pantry and the till, but every step of it 
must be watched with a jealous eye, 
and the kitchen checker is the 
last watchman. Formerly kitchen check- 
ers were mostly men. Latterly women have 
worked into the business, and some of them 
are quite adept and skillful. Not many years 
ago it was the custom at some of the lar 

restaurants to take the customer’s word. No 
checks were used. Then as each man got 
through he would go up to the counter and 
say what he had eaten, and the cashier would 
figure up his bill. It was found out that the 
customers did not always tell the truth. The 
system of checks to be given by waiters was 
then introduced, and wenton for many years, 
until the little games of the waiters with 
their favorits were @xposed. Lastly comes 


the kitchen checker, a device of later years. 


ABRAHAM LINCOLN’S MOTHER, 


— 


Her Neglected Grave in the Woods of In- 
diana. 


Gentryville Letter in the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat; In a neglected piece of woodland 
on the outskirts of Lincoln City, two miles 
from this place, in Spencer County, is the 
grave of President Lincoln’s mother. A 
marble slab four feet in hight and aimost 
buried in a dense growth of weeds and dog- 
wood bears this inscription: 

NANCY HANKS LINCOLN 
MOTHER OF 

: PRESIDENT LINCOLN. 

: Died October 5& A. D. 1818, aged 88 

: years. Erected by a Friend of Her 

: Martyred Son, 1879. 

At the foot of the veis a small marble 
foot-stone with the letters N. H. L.“ en- 
graved upon it. Surrounding this grave are 
the graves of seven other persons, but there 
are no stones or monuments to identify the 
occupants of any of them, and all are sadly 
neglected. The spotis but a short 
distance from 
that it can be reached only by crossing culti- 
vated fields. With proper efforts the place 
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might be made attractive, however, and there 


issome talk among people here of beautify- 
ing it and erecting a more costly stone over 
the Lincoln grave. The place is seldom vis- 
ited by strangers and rarely by the people 
living hereabouts. 

Not more than 200 yards north of the grave 
is the spot upon which stood the house in 
which lived President Lincoln while a young 
man. It was made of logs, of course, and 
was situated on a small rise of clayish-look- 
ing ground. Not a vestige of the old struct- 
ure remains. 

The writer — uige visited the house be- 
fore it succum to the ravages of time and 
the elements, as nis uncle lived on and culti- 
vated for years that which has passed into 
history as the Lincoln farm. Just back of 
the spot where the house used to stand runs 
the Canneliton Branch of the road. * 

Time has nearly obliterated all traces of 
the Lincoins here, save the lonely grave in 
the deserted wood. 


Lincoln City is so named because it is —

ated on the site of the old homestead. 
a population of about two dozen families and 
is the junction of the Evansville, Cannellton 
and Rockport Division of the Louisville, Ev- 
ansville & St. Louis i Some East- 
ern capitalists, a few years ago, made an at- 
tempt to boom the place, but, despite the 
magnetism of the name, the boom was not 
successful, and it 1s doubtful if the place 
ever grows in population, as the land sur- 
rounding it is of a poor quality. 
Some of the old inhabitants of this vicinity 
tell how, in 1844, when Lincoln was an elec- 
tor-at-large on the ticket with Henry Clay 
he visited tne home of his boyhood, squared 
his back up against the old stone school- 
house, and talked to his old friends and 
neighbors. 


No Harm in Middle Names. 
A writerin an Eastern review who believes not 
only that there is something in a name, but a 


great deal, urges the people to cease giving mid- 
dle names to their children. He finds that indi- 
vidual greatness and worth in America has been 
represented largely by those who had no middle 
names. Thus, ofthe fifty-three signers of the 
Declaration of Independence only three had more 
than one name. In the first American Com- 
mercial Convention not a solitary delegate had a 
middle name. In the convention of erf to revise 
the Constitution, of the fifty-six delegates fifty- 
one had but one name. Of the forty-eight sign- 
ers of the Articles of Confederation only four 
had two given names. Of the thirty-six 
Speakers of the House in the first halt 
of the century only twelve had middle 
names. Of e five Chief Justices in 
the same period ngne had middle names, and of 
thirty-one Associate Justices in that time only 
five had more than one name, Of the eighteen 
Secretaries of State only two had middle names. 
Of eighteen Secretaries of the Treasury only 
eight, of the twenty-six Secretaries of War only 
nine, and of the twenty-one Secretaries of the 
Navy but eight had middie names. We have 
had twenty-two Presidents and fifteen of them 
had no middie name given them at birth. Of 
five Senators who became President only one 
was doubly named. This is amusing, but is really 
not an ingenious device to discou double 
naming and impress people with the suspicion 
that there may be some subtle forces direct 
the fate of men,” and that a name bestow 
upon the belpless infant may produce effects” 
marring the career of the man. But let us see 
how statistics of this character prove 
nothing. The output of a very few 
minutes of search enables us to make 
this showing: Of the thirty-three Ministers 
of the United States at foreign courts twenty- 
seven have two and five have three given names. 
Of the seventy-six United States Senators sixty- 
two have middle names. Of the Governors of 
the forty-eight States and Territories forty have 
double names. Of the twenty-seven Lieutenant- 
Governors twenty-six have two names. Of the 
980 names of distinguished poets, authors, 
hilosophers, clergymen, statesmen, and litera 
lights of many centuries quoted in Hoyt 
Ward’s admirable encyclopedia 625 had two or 
more given names. Of nearly 300 men and 
women distinguished in American literature, 
treated in C. F. Richardson's work (the latest on 
American literature), 
tween double and single names. This sort of 
leasantry might be continued indefinitly. 
Statistics in such a matter are scarcely valuable 
enough to amusing.—sdcramenio ecord-

MODEST ARTHUR DEBONAIR AND HIS 
LITTLE SCHEME. 


There Wasn't Room in France for Two 
Such Poets as He and Victor, So He 
Came to the United States and Is Ad- 
vertising for a Young Lady Who Will 
“Pat Up” Enough Money to Publish 
His Poems. 


When Victor Hugo was an exile in Brus- 
sels Arthur Vervoort was a toddling infant in 
the little Town of Lodelinsart. Ten years 
later the great poet reigned supreme in 
Paris, and the 16-year-old Vervoort, a paper- 
hanger, sailed for America because it was 
so. There was not room in France for both 
Hugo and Vervoort. Had Hugo sailed for 
America Vervoort would have remained in 
France. It is a sufficient proof of Ver- 
voort’s title to greatness that he came 
to America—to Chicago—and left Hugo 
in undisputed possession of France. 
For five years Ver voort wrote poetry 
and hung paper. Inasmuch as his poetry ex- 
isted only in manuscript he was not known 
to fame except as a paperhanger. But there 


Was solace for him iu the knowledge that 


there was no Victor Hugo in America, that 
his poetry was beyond question the finest 
ever written, and that he was only 21 years 
old. At 21 Byron had discovered that man 
cannot live by poetry alone. It had been so 
with Hugo; and so it was with Vervoort— 
witness the following advertisement in Tun 
TRIBUNE lust week:

Life-Saving Apparatus for Use at Fires. 

Scientific American: A recent fire in this city at 
which the life-saving devices were employed did 
much to prove their inefficacy. A number of 
the inmates of a burning building were driven 
by the flames tothe windows. As there was no 
fire-escape but one alternative offered itself, that 
of jumping to the ground. The scaling ladders 
were useless on account of the flames issuing 
from the windows. Several persons took the 
leap. Some were caught in the life-saving nets, 
but were not thereby saved from in- 
jury. The net is perfectly efficacious in 
catching a human being who leaps from the 
second story of an ordinary house, provided the 
jumper is an expert, as well as the men who 
hold the net. It is here that its weakness is 
manifest. When an untrained person is the
